Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 and 14-36 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 
1,7,12,21, and 31 include limitations directed towards an online status that can be displayed to 
other users prior to, throughout, and subsequent to the transitioning from the start page to the 
desktop page without a change in online status, as argued on pages 20 and 21 of the remarks. 
The previously cited prior art fails to teach such a limitation, and a further search failed to yield 
any relevant results.
